The following amendments were discussed and agreed to by Applicant: 
1 ) Delete claims 1 -5, 1 2-1 4 and 1 6-22. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention of "the method of treating migraine, comprising: 
administering to a mammal having a migraine a therapeutically effective amount of an 
a-aminoamide of formula (I)" is novel and non-obvious. The closest prior art is due to 
Pevarello (WO 99/35125). Pevarello teaches the instant compounds, however does not 
teach them for the treatment of migraines. Additionally, Applicants have successfully 
demonstrated via in vitro results of the compounds encompassed by formula I as being 
effective in treating migraines using cerebral blood flow studies. Thus the claimed 
invention is rendered neither anticipated nor obvious.
